or Coylon'servant. ° ‘ 

On'the evening of our, first day in Can- 
ton, plana wero formed for noxt day's ox- 
ploration of the new and ald city uf Canton. 
Ah Kum, ‘our-.guide, was. to have chairs 
and cuclies ready on the other side of the 
river to meet 3 after an early broakfuat, 
and we were to bo carried’ to the different 
sights all day long. 


The noise of. tumtoins, gongs and watch. 
mon’s crics lasted all night and prevonted 
much rest being obtaincd. at the little 
“Qanton Hotel,” but. carly morning af- 
forded componsation in the interest of 
watebling © life on the river”—~one of the 
ivelidat, bnaieat and most picturesque of 

uzz coming up to our windows 
bervat «multitude. A largo pro- 
portion o€the population have ao’ other 
homes than thoie boats. ' A boat-owner is 
protty well liko a landed or house pro- 
prictor, Many, of them gu ashore to work 


home in the boat with tho chance of their 
earning something.’ Ou the river, certainly 
the women de mere work than the meu 
Many of them reminded ono of the fish- 
wives on tho north-cast coast of Scotland, 
short stumpy frames, bronzed faces, bare- 
foot short: trousers and blouses of bluo 
-{eotton, with museles that show, tho. effect 
of constant: hurd work, Very often the 
utother standing op to tho pole which 
works the boat, has her infant tied to her 
back, whilo ‘three generations aro ropre- 
sentod in somo of the boats, Children 
acarcely ablo to walk: tako & hand in seul+ 
ling or propelling the boat, and little things 
rom one to three years of age are loft to 
themselves to toddte about if they can with 
wsmull cork life-buvy tied tu their breasts, 
so that, if thoy should fall overboard, which 
ia vory seldom, they aro sure to float titl 
picked up ugain, ov it may be a string ties 
tho youngster to a ringbolt a0 as to admit 
of easy hunting-in! In a little locker at 
one ond of such boats, a brazier is kept for 
cooking ineals, and sp that’ the boats, o bra~ 
| zier, is kept for. cooking mouls, so that 
“\ the, boxt-follt eat, sloop and bring up their 
fuuilies afoat.” Junks burrying tu Hong- 
-kong, or arriving from the zea, large, boa 
laden with sugar' or vegetables, “family- 


hither and thither, anon a stvam Jaunel 
with a Chinese inandarin at the helm, or 
boat frumone of the Chinese alphabetical 
gunboats tanned by six or eight ouvsuren 
dressed in European nautionl costume with 
thoir tails under their straw hats—all add 
interest and variety to the scone. Crogs- 
ing over, Our party of four’ svon found 
themsolves in chairs, 
coolie fore aud uft, botwoen the pales, with 
a third added to scoure expedition, Ah 
Kum led the way in. a chair of his own, 
nnd wo aonce began ta wind through the 
labyrinth of atreeta in . this wonderful city. 
‘Tha exploration was not altogether free 
from risk, for thera was a good deal of ex- 
citement still among the people, and the 
question do often put to us ufterwards as is 
whether we, wore able to. go through the 
alrcot showod that old residents appro- 
ciuted the sitaation. The marvel to us was 
that the people in. the narrow crowded 
fanes six to ten feet, for such thoy are, toak 
the passage of five chairs with their long 
poles so ‘patiently ‘and good-hymouredly. 
Only once was there any Jittle disturbance, 
Jt was towards evening, when our coolies 
got tired’ and began to carry unsteadily, 
the shaft of the cliair before mo struck the 
shouldor of a tall manly-looking Chinese as 
ho stratted along in a dignified way—he 
had alteady heotr annoyed by. the eqolies 
who ‘had passed, calling to ‘him to move 
aside, -He now gave a pysh tq the shaft 
with an angry exclatatign, aud folding up 
tle sleoves of hia taga, kept the centre of 
the paved Jano in front. of my chair, mut- 
toring evidently that he was not to ge aside 
for the foreigner. Forturately, my coolies 
wore judicious they wajted for the next 
turn and then slipped past him, but ‘the 
anyry feeling and threats continued to he 
displayed, and the lagt of the porty in the 
chajr'bohind me really foarod ho would be 
stopped and a riot begin, “Nu crowd ga- 
thera so quickly for so little cauye, ‘as o 
Chinese one, and we were very glad to es. 
onpe from this orowdad part and get back 
tw the river. Bit to the atrests. ‘The 
Chinese are ovidently first-rate stone-quar- 
riers, brick-makera and masons, . The houses 
{in Canton are noerly all of brick and are 
roally very- substantial. Most of the streets 
wo saw are only wide enough to allow two 
chairs.to pass ; wheeled traflic is unknow-; 
pavement is almest universal though far 
from regular. ‘The cross lanes are atill nar. 
rowet.. : Phe houges agd shaps are generally 
ouly'a ground-floor, though’ in’ same there 
is an upstairs, -Tho miles ond ‘miles of 
shops, open to the strect, with grave, merry, 
or openly jocative Chinese at their counters 
selling cloth, winding silk, displaying their 
goods, writing in their--books, formed an 
endless source of interest, But what strack 
“me most. was: the apparently complote ab- 
sence of English or European goods. Hero 
waa a groat variety of shops and yet every- 
rthing seemed to bear the impress of. the 
Chinese themsdlves,.. Save a store with s 
number of lamps, finest hanging lamps es- 
pecially, another: with clocks,-and another 
with bottles of confectionery. Sevtch com 
| fits, there was nothing :foreign:that caught 
my attention. - “Most brilliant was.tho sight 
in some stroets.. The Chinese custom of 


hanging their signboards. at right angles to-

cacape. “Misa Gurpentur, or: other jail re- 
former, would have sunk-tnder the onor- 
niity of this treatment ‘of human beings, 
for it was torture of the most trying hind ; 
but our guide oxplained the ‘torture in othor 
and worse forma which is kept up in tha 
courts and prisons of so-called civilized 
China. No wonder though the Chinose in 
Hongkong and the Straits: should prize 
‘their privileges as British anbjecta.. The 
Buddhiat temple of the 500 genii (who in- 
clude a former Emperor of China and 
Marco Polo aa’ the first European who 
visited Ohins), ranged - (in sitting figures of 
wood bronzed over) ull around the walls of 
agreat hall, was ono of the sights; other 
temples ind pagodas were too numerous to 
mention; an opium-swoking shop was in- 
cluded ; it was clean and respectable-look- 
ing onough and we wore smilingly invited to 
entor bore (as.at all other shops and catab- 
lishments) and asked to ga upstairs, where, 
a series of Givane, soparited like the éom- 
partments of an old-fashioned London 'vat- 
ing-houge, each for a pair of sinokers, were 
discovered, Thero were but twe smokers 
prasont, young men, and they were ap- 
parently only boginuing their ovening’a da- 
lectation. But, of, all sights, that of the 
people thomaclves in thoir everyday lifa in 
these narrow streots and, back janes was tho. 
moat interesting aud curivus tous, A fow 
specimens of the women with doubledaip 
feet, miserable abortions, were visible, but 
vory few, Chinese women being kopt in ‘se- 
clusion, save on the river and in its neigh- 
bourhood, whore tho wives and families of 
thia sturdy clays ran about and worked with- 
out having undergone any such torture in 
obedience to fashion,’ After bidding: fare. 
well’ to-,our friends ot Shomeen, wo got on 
‘board the large river steamer—the ** Powan? 
—wwhich was to take us back to Can- 
ton during the night, and wateled the ex- 
traordinary and heterogenious mass of cargo 
sho..was being ‘londed « with © from 
boats and wharf. Packages of tea and 
Rik were not so prominent as évery de 
scription vf.edible fur the supply of Eong- 
kong. A large number of sraull shagyy 
Canton cattle (very mucl-like the rod onttlo

There would not be much persecution, were 
it not for the abaurd sdperstition connected 
with their good and ‘bad Winds and agasons 
among the commett people ; but, indeed, wa 
peaceably inclined were they, that riots and 
disturbances could always. be traced ‘to an 
intlax of notorious city or river characters 
or to the influenco of -biggotted anti-foreign 
mandarians. They: quite: bore out -the 
character which out acquaintance, the en- 
gineer in the servico of the Chinese .Gov- 
@rniment, had given usuf the people as the 
Jeastoffensive, moat tractable and indust: ious 
of all nations. under the aun, in tho mass, 
all their trouble both internecine and forsign 
apringing from, bad government, corrnpt 
adminiatratarg, pig-heqded. mandarins. Can- 
tan nyerchants: wero agtood that “a good 
licking in some way Would do the latter a 
world of good. To take away their alpha- 
betical gunboats, for instance, of which thoy 
ave inordinately boaatful, and to teach them 
that.they hav no right to hamper commorey 
to the detriment of their own people ‘as 
-well'as of foreign merchants inthe absurd 
way. they do. One good. thing the fear of 
war, with France is doing in thy Soath, 
namely in’ giving a atart to the telegraph. 
Canton will sou, if it is not already, be in 
communication with Hongkong, and it is 
expected that a'railway down the river-side 
will shortly follow to keep up ready comumu- 
nition with tho different, cumps aa woll as 
for traffic, : :
